AUDITOR’S REPORT 


A statement made by the retiring treasurer, Bert A. 
Taylor, at the March town meeting, 1896, to the effect that 
he should not give up his treasurer’s cash book to the town 
officers, led the selectmen to think that there must be some- 
thing wrong in the accounts, and after taking legal advice 
they obtained the treasurer’s. cash books Saturday, April 25, 
1896, containing his accounts with the town as treasurer up 
to the March meeting, 1896. The first two days’ examination 
showing a deficiency of some $500, the selectmen proposed 
to Mr. Taylor that the books be put into the hands of an ex- 
pert accountant, but Mr. Taylor said he preferred to have the 
first selectman and auditor look the books over with him; 
that it would be satisfactory to him, would save cost, and that 
he would pay any amount found against him as fast as found. 
With this understanding Messrs. Clement and Meader settled 
down to a thorough examination of the treasurer’s accounts. 
The first day after this arrangement Mr. Taylor worked with 
them for a while, but soon left, and did not appear again ex- 
_ cept as called for. He had the privilege of being present at 
any time, but neglected to avail himself of it. At the end of 
the first week discrepancies to the amount of $3000 had been 
found. 

At this stage, having failed in obtaining any money from 
Mr. Taylor, he claiming to have none, the selectmen, by ad- 
vice of Drew, Jordan & Buckley, placed an attachment for 
$10,000 upon Mr. Taylor’s property, and engaged J. P. Col- 
by of Boston, an expert accountant to examine Mr. Tay- 
lor’s accounts, who, after a thorough examination, made a 
report, which is on file at the town clerk’s office, and also

The question has been asked repeatedly the past year 
why the auditor did not find these mistakes when auditing 
the accounts. The answer is quite simple. The auditor was 
not allowed access to the receipts. He asked the collector to 
allow him to look over his tax book in 1894. The answer to 
this request was that the selectmen told him that if he settled 
with the treasurer it would be sufficient. The result of that 
policy has been a.shortage of nearly $2000 in the four years 
previous to March, 1896. As soon as he was allowed to see 
the receipts, he soon told the collectors where they stood. 

The auditor would recommend a change in regard to the 
present method of giving orders for abatements and land 
sales. By the present method it is necessary for the treasu- 
rer to enter the orders on both the debit and credit side. If 
he fails to enter on both sides, either treasurer or town is 
short just that amount. 

I would recommend that when the selectmen abate taxes 
or buy land of the collector at his sale, that hereafter they 
deal directly with the collector by giving him their receipt 
for the amount instead of giving him an order. By doing 
this the transaction will not have to appear on the treasurer’s 
cash book, and there will be no opportunity for a mistake.
